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Palm Springs Is Coming of Age

Another certain indication of the steady 
growth of Palm Springs was the word re­ 
ceived hy the City Council that within a 
matter of a month arrangements will he com­ 
pleted for the establishment of a local office 
of the State Department of Motor Vehicles. 
According to E. 11. Kranick. DMV service 
official, only a formality remains to he com­ 
pletes! before the state and the city will 
execute a lease for the department’s local 
building. 
The city has ear marked $42,000 in citv 
parking meter funds for the construction of 
the building and the lease is now being 
checked out hy the State Department of Fin­ 
ance. a normally routine procedure. I'nder 
its terms, the state wall lease the city-built 
building at approximately .$14,000 annually, 
reimbursing the parking fund in three vears. 
The word from the DMV official indicated 
the transaction was practically assured. 
It is another step in recognition of the 
steady progress of Palm Springs. The open­ 
ing of a local motor vehicle office will save 
local motorists many miles of travel and many 
hours of time. 
At present, the nearest DMV office is at 
Indio, about 2o miles hy Highway 111. There 
is another at Banning, about the same dis­ 
tance in the other direction. The population 
of Palm Springs and the number of motor­ 
ists seeking the services of a state motor 
vehicle office is larger than in either of these 
cities so the move is a logical one. 


Another great savings to local motorists 
will he in the inattter of renewal of drivers' 
licenses, applications for licenses and in 
driving tests. 
Officials from the vehicle department now 
are here twice a week, Thursdays and Fri- 
davs. at the police station, about fisc hours 
each day. Motorists m ust plan their time to 
he able to lie thnrr on either of these davs 
and then face the possibility of waiting in 
line for service. 
Palm Springs is too large for that. 
There was a time not so long ago when 
residents of Palm Springs had to travel miles 
for any county or state service. Countv m at­ 
ters entailed a round trip of more than 100 
miles until branch county offices sverc estab­ 
lished in Indio. 
Today construction of a county building 
in Palm Springs is in the negotiation stage. 
City and county are not yet together on some 
parts of the plan but according to City Man­ 
ager Dan Wagner these differences do not 
constitute a serious problem. 
As Mayor Frank Bogert put it this week, 
the new county building is a “must” because 
of the growing community and the growing 
congestion in present counts’ service offices 
here. 
A new Department of Motor Vehicles 
building and a new county building here will 
he more in line with the size and importance 
of the city which has long outgrown step­ 
child service. 
Thev cannot come too soon.

Lets Worry the Commies, Too 


WASHINGTON. D C. - You 
don’t con’radiet the President. 
He doesn’t pet answered back— 
except in some oblique, inoffen­ 
sive way. 
Something like this harmened re­ 
cently in a speech here last Octo­ 
ber at the John Carroll Society 
dinner by the statesman-scholar 
Charles Malik, former Ambassa­ 
dor from Lebanon, now a pro­ 
fessor at the American Universi­ 
ty. Dr. Malik gave the best re­ 
tort I have heard to the Presi­ 
dent’s oft-spoken thesis that we 
must have a No Win policy 
against Russia—a policy made 
imperative because (as the cliche 
goes) “there is no alternative to 
peace.” Mr. Kennedy reiterated 
this thesis last February 14th. 
Question: A number of the right 
wing critics say that your policy 
is based on a No Win policy in 
the cold war. Would you address 
yourself to this charge’ 
The President ” . . . there will 
be no winners in the next nu­ 
clear war, if we have one . . 
This is all very familiar. But 
now let us hear Dr. Malik on the 
same subject: 
Malik: “When one expresses the 
hope that the West will stand firm 
at this or that crucial point . . . 
One is often confronted wi:h the 
rejoinder: ‘Then you are advoca- 
ing nuclear war and the destruc­ 
tion of the human race’’ Of 
course nothing could be further 
from one’s mind than that. But 
nothing is more pleasant to Com­ 
munism than to have the West 
constantly refeat under threat 
of war . . • nothing is more ur- 
•ent than to deploy the forces of 
freedom . - - <*» « “ n»k«. 
under the umbrella of nuclear 


stalemate the threat of nuclear 
war at least as threatening to 
Communism as it is to the West” 
Right Wing Strategy 
This is exacly what such Right 
Wingers as senators Thurmond 
and Goldwater are trying to do. 
It is what the President ought to 
do. He ought to “ make . . . the 
threat of nuclear war at least as 
hreatening to Communism as it 
is to the West.” 
Well, why doesn’t the President 
do so? In my opinion there is 
approximately a six-word answer 
to that: Stevenson, Wiesner, Ros- 
tow. Schlesinger, Bowles and 
Cleveland. On the record of what 
they have said and done, and of 
their known positions, these ad­ 
visers and some others are the 
President’s Accommodation Men. 
Dr. Malik, a much better diplo­ 
mat than I am. pays tribute to 
them without using any names. 
You might say that Dr. Malik, in 
another nassage of the speech 
just quoted is talking about Ac- 
commodationists Anonymous. 
Malik: “I am certain they do 
not want to see the West over­ 
whelmed. but some of them. I 
feel, do not at heart want to see 
Communism overwhelmed either 
. . . They appear to be unwilling 
to contemplate the possibility of 
erasing it from the earth. They 
seem badly to miss it then. Some 
people—worthy products of West­ 
ern thought and life—feel emo­ 
tionally and existentially hanpier 
and more secure in a world in 
which Marxism-Leninism is pow­ 
erful and entrenched. What is it 
in the spirit of Marx that so 
strangely captivates them?” 
Neither Dr. Malik nor I nor any 
responsible and respectful critic 


of the President and his advisers 
are talking about Reds-in-govern- 
ment. We are talking about intel- 
lectualists. pacifists, coexistential­ 
ists. These persons, as Dr. Malik 
is saving, don’t want to over­ 
whelm Communism, with or with­ 
out nuclear war. They do not 
want to see Communism oblite­ 
rated from the eartjj by starving 
it to death, scaring it to deah, 
revolutionizing it to death. And 
Dr Malik asks whv are these per­ 
sons so willing that Communism, 
their country's mortal enemy, 
should live? 
My guess is that Dr. Malik, a 
man of surpassing knowledge 
about life and its people, knows 
the answer but rather than put 
wnrds into his mouth I will sug­ 
gest an answer of my own. 
Accommodationists Anonymous 
are violent anti-Fascist. The hor­ 
rors of Hitler are never out of 
their minds. Never do thev stoo 
seeing businessmen-in - jackboots 
or dreading that somehow the 
horrible Radical Right in Ameri­ 
ca—or in some important ally 
like West Germany—will spawn 
another Fuehrer. 
To Accommodationists Anony­ 
mous there is nothing worse than 
Fascism, and Communism does 
have the quality of being anti­ 
Fascist. This is why our AA’s are 
always for socialism in domestic 
affairs, and this is why they are 
never very much against Commu­ 
nism in world affairs. 
If America is to survive. Com­ 
munism must be destroyed. The 
President isn’t getting the right 
advice from his advisors on ac­ 
commodation.

CAPE CANAVERAL - A|mnst 
everything that goes up must 
cume down. In the case of down- 
coming astronauts, extraordinary 
precautions have been taken to 
provide a minimal bump on earth 
contact. 
The Northrop people were given 
the dizzying task in project Mer­ 
cury to produce a chute system 
which, in a vertical stretch of 
21,000 feet, could slow down a 
tumbling, falling, careening 2'4 
ton space capsule from about 100 
mph to a gentle .10 feet a second, 
withoul snapping the man's neck! 
That's like trying to jab a nee­ 
dle into the skin of an apple and 
stopping it before it hits the meat. 
They came up with a combina­ 
tion of chutes which perform ab­ 
solute wonders The chutes would 
work even if the astronaut were 
unconscious or the ground crews 
taking a coffee break. They can 
do everything but cook, and 
Northrop probably would have 
huilt that capability into the flab­ 
by umbrellas if it had been 
asked. 
The instant the free-falling cap­ 
sule hits the 21.000-foot level a 
sensitive aneroid switch goes 
“boing-g-g-g-g!” pops off the lid 
on the upper and narrower por­ 
tion of the bell-shaped vehicle, 
and throws out a highly inadc- 
quate-looking 6-font ribbon chute. 
This drogue, as it is called, re­ 
sembles a badly shingled roof. 
There is open air between each 
nylon shingle. (If there were not, 
the drogue would explode like a 
firecracker.) 
Drags Its Feet, Too 
The drogue's prime purpose in 
life is to steady the failing craft, 
point its broad beam at the ocean 
below. But it also drags its feet. 
It slows the capsule's speed to 
about 200 mph. 
The capsule is at 10.000 feet and 
falling much too rapidly. Now 
there unfolds (in a tentative sort 
nf way) a 6.1-foot. 53'^-pound ny­ 
lon chute. It doesn't look its size. 
If it spread its wings to the limit, 
at that speed, the impart of the 
wind would cause it to blow its 
top like a Vesuvius. So it comes 
out reefed, with hardly 10 feet of 
its mouth open to the elements.
